Claim 35. (Previously Amended) A computer system comprising: 
a unit containing a keyboard; / 

a first display adapted to display a raster image, the first display facing in a 
first direction; / 

a second display adapted to receive a penToased input, the second display 
facing substantially in the first direction, / 

wherein the unit is separate from the first and second displays; and 

at least one hinge to couple one of tlWfirst and second displays to the unit. 

Claim 36. (Previously Added) The computer system of claim 35, wherein the unit 
comprises a base unit of a laptop computer. / 

Claim 37. (Previously Amended) The computer system of claim 35, wherein the first 
display is hingedly connected to the second display. 

Claim 38. (Previously Added) The computer system of claim 37, wherein the unit is 
hingedly connected to the first display, and / 

wherein the first display a/nd second display are foldable onto the keyboard to 
provide a pen-based tablet arrangement in which the second display remains exposed and is 
adapted to receive the pen-based input. / 

Claim 39. (Previously Amended) The computer system of claim 35, wherein the unit is 
adapted to receive an indication of the pen-based input from the second display. 

Claim 40. (Previously Added) The computer system of claim 39, wherein the unit is 
adapted to receive input from the Keyboard. 

Claim 41. (New) The co/nputer system of claim 37, wherein the second display is 
foldable onto the first display sich that said first and second displays remain exposed.
